ATHENS, Oct. 20—The University of Georgia’s prized Chapel 
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Bell, which has tolled the glad tidings of gridiron victories here 
since the Athens advent of football, was the victim of vandals late 
Saturday night. 

Persons unknown cut the bell rope, then climbed the tower, 
wrenched the bell from its mooring and pushed it to the ground. 

The falling bell practically demolished the surrounding shrub- 
bery, and came to rest on the cement sidewalk behind the chapel. 
The bell was badly battered from the experience, but unbroken. 

The incident probably occurred after midnight, because Uni- 
versity freshmen were busy ringing the bell in celebration of 
Georgia’s 33-13 victory over Oklahoma A. & M. until that hour. 

The historic symbol of the University, almost as famous as the 
Arch, many times has been the victim of pranks, especialiv bv 
students from rival schools. But this. present indignity is declared 
the worst in many a day. 

The tradition is credited with having been. started by Tom Reed, 
former registrar of the University, more than 30 years ago. “Uncle 
Tom,” as the students liked to call him, for many years would ring 
the first bell on victory day and then turn the celebration over to 
the freshmen.

The study of politics, as any student of politi- 
cal science’ knows, is the study of influence and 
ee the influential. 
Those with the most influence get the most of what there is to 
get in politics. 
What there is to “get” is power.

economic advantage, prestige 


specifically, politics is the machinery which translates social, 
or public pressures, into public policies. 

This comes about through the work of pressure groups and 
political parties. Generally speaking, the political party is chiefly 
concerned with who shall exercise, or direct, political power. Pres- 
sure groups chiefly are concerned with how power shall be exer- 
cised, or imposed through laws, ordinances and regulations. 

Pressure groups rarely put forth candidates. 


They throw their support to the eandidates, or party, which, in 
their opinion, will exercise power as they think it should be 
exercised, 


Groups Hence, we see pressure groups such as Gerald Smith’s 

crackpots, the Ku Klux Klan, the Farm Bureau, the 
WCTU, the Veterans, the various Taxpayers’ Leagues, the Silver 
Bloc, the Communists, the AFL Policy Committee, the CIO’s PAC, 
and others all expressing an opinion about candidate and parties 
and giving various indorsements to same. 

American politics must take into account both party and pressure 
group politics. 


Pressure politics is as old as government itself. 


In the more primitive societies, such pressure groups as priests, 
military groups, racial castes and feudal aristocracies were the 
groups which determined policy. In the high civilization attained 
by the Greek city-states there were political factions, some of which 
had the aspect of parfies, but there was never any recognition of 
the party, or faction, @s a governing factor. They were, in effect, 
pressure groups. 


: : [In our own; beginnings we had Tory vs. Jacobin, 
Beginnings Federalist and anti-Federalist, Whig and Demo- 
crats, and, finally, growing out?of the struggle between Jefferson 
and Hamilton and the administrations of Jackson, we developed 
into two parties, Republicans and Democrats. 

Both retain the essential struggle—one between the agrarian and 
the business, or industrial, interests and pressures. All the great 
struggles between Hamilton and Jefferson; the Jackson revolt; the 
violent revolt by the slave-owning South bringing the War Be- 
tween the States; the Greenback Party; the Populist revolution of 
the late Nineteenth Century, which the South and Middle West 
remembers well; the Progressive movement of 1912 and the Demo- 
cratic landslide of 1932, and the dominance of that Party since that 
time until now when its power seems definitely in the balance, all 
reflect, in essence, that same basic struggle, or difference. 


All of which brings us up to the present.

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Napoleon No Epicure, 
Writes ‘Table Topics’ 


One of the most interesting little publications 
to come regularly to my desk is a four-page 
folder put out by Bellows & Company, Inc., 
It is called ‘*Table 
and there hasn’t been an issue yet—that I’ve seen—that 
packed with fascinating matter about the art of dining, 
rare foods and drinks.

The latest devotes the greater part of its space to comment upon 
the eating and drinking habits of Napoleon Bonaparte, that French 
genius who, a century and a half ago, came as close to conquering 
all Europe as did Hitler in our own time. 

Napoleon, it is asserted, was no epicure. Although he had every 
sort of luxury at his command, he “ate as unimaginatively and 
hastily as the most driven of driven American businessmen.” 

One of Napoleon’s contemporaries, Brillat-Savarin, describes Na- 
poleon as one of the absent-minded type of diners, “persons en- 
grossed in business or ambition who want to occupy themselves 
with two things at the same time and eat only to be filled.” 

Further, Brillat-Savarin is quoted: 

“He was irregular in his meals and ate fast and badly: but 
there also was to be discerned the absolute will which he carried 
into everything. The moment he felt hungry he must be fed, and 
his establishment was so organized that at any place and at any 
hour a chicken, cutlets, and coffee could be served to him im- 
mediately.” 


A story about Napoleon is told. It seems 


p he once sat down to a solitary luncheon 
while enraged by some political affair in France As he sat down 
his anger reached a climax and he kicked over the table. with al] 
the luncheon on it. 

Napoleon’s maitre d’hotel watched this happen without moving 
a muscle or displaying any surprise. He quickly directed his domes- 
tic staff in clearing away any wreck and an exact duplicate of the 
meal appeared at once and was properly served, with the cus- 
tomary announcement, “So Majeste est servie.” 
It is said Napoleon acknowledged this supreme service by a 
proper word of thanks to the maitre d’hotel. 
Throughout Napoleon’s ill-fated Rus- 


While an Army Died sian campaign he seems to have had 


ample wine and food for himself and his headquarters staff, even 
during the retreat when practically his entire army either froze or 
starved to death or was massacred by the half-savage Russian 
Cossacks. 

A French general, writing of that retreat, is quoted: “Only 
the Emperor had been well served throughout the retreat: that is 
to say, he always had white bread, linen, his Chambertin, good oil, 
beef or mutton, rice, beans or lentils, his favorite vegetables.” 

Chambertin evidently was Napoleon’s favorite wine. “Almost 
invariably,” the author asserts, ‘“‘Napoleon’s wine was Chambertin. 
... somewhere we have read that he persuaded Josephine to drink 
it because of a folksy superstition that it could help a woman to 
produce male progeny. A pleasant prescription, though it didn’t 
work, * 

“So constant was Napoleon to Chambertin that few other: table 
wines are mentioned in connection with him. there are records 
of his having drank inconsequential district wines, at a pinch, one 
before Elchingen and one before Jena, because his baggage was not 
there. At Waterloo, where his carriage was captured, it was found 
that he had drunk up most of a bottle of Malaga and most of a 
bottle of rum—strong ‘stuff for a tough occasion.”

ancer 0 tomac poleon had cancer of the stomach, though 
the disease was not discovered until after his death. 

Some of his champions have charged that the British general 
who was Governor of St. Helena while Napoleon was imprisoned 
there, treated him harshly, including a refusal to supply him with 
his favorite Chambertin. However, it is known his personal phy- 
sician countermanded some of his orders for wines and liquors, 
substituting milder drinks on account of his bad stomach. 

Any man who ate as irregularly as they say Napoleon did, Who 
consumed as much alcohol (he was never without Burgundy on any 
campaign), could be expected to develop stomach disorders. If not 
cancer, at least ulcers. 

Napoleon was extremely fond of ice cream and ate it at all 
hours of the day and night. His table manners were terrible, eating 
almost entirely with his fingers. 

But he was, in one respect, like most dictators—he ate well even 
when the wretched men in his armies died by thousands of starva- 
tion. Still and all, his French troops worshiped him to the end.
